As 
they have cbeen given priority over nll 
other’ industrics in the matter of 
demobilisation because of the importance 
of their work, it docs not scem that this 
should ‘plade a’ very serious burden on 
the rest of the community, bul, as a 
matter of principle, there is no justifioa- 
tion far according more favourable treat- 
ment to one class than-to another. Then 
they seck an increase of thirty per cent. 
in their wages, coupled with a reduction 
of the hours of the working day from. 
eight to aix, which, the Prime Minister 
says, is equivalent to a diminution of 
one-third of the effective hours. The 
Government are advised that, if granted, 
these two concessions would raise the 
price of coal by 88. or 10s, a tan, that ig to 
say, from 188, to 26s, at the pit's month, 
ag compared with is. in America. This 
would invelye an increase of ten per 
cent. in the cost of steel, which plays 
such an importa: ; part in many of the 
pn tion’s activities, The avowed objccta 
of the miners’ demands are to mect the 
increased cost of living and prevent un- 
employment, but they threaten to have a 
diametrically opposite effect. Apart from 
the crippling influence that they might 
have upon our export trade in iron, steel 
and machinery, o8 well a@ on our ship- 
ping, with the inevitable corollary of 
widespread unemployment, there ig a 
grave danger that the coal industry itself 
might suffer very severely. Our normal 
export of coal, excluding bunker coal, ia 
seventy-five million tong a year, and if 
this were to cease, or even to bu acriously 
curtailed, those working in the coal-ficlds 
would be the first to feel the pinch, That 
this ig no empty fear ig proved by ‘the 
statement that the miners’ demands have 
already” caused the nation to lose huge 
orders from Brazil, where, before the war, 
we practically dominated the market, 
and a similar experience ig being encoun- 
tered in Argentina. Ag Great Britain 
depends upon South America for a very 
large part of its supply of meat and 
other foodstuffs, the cost of these to the 
consumer must increase unless our ships 
continue, as hitherto, to-cover the charges 
of the outward voyage with freights. 
This reveals an aspect of the question 
which ig froquently overlooked. Advances 
in wages, unless accompanied by greater 
output, beighten the cost of production, 
-which is pnesed on to the consumer, and 
thus in time the purchasing-power of the 
worker reverts to its former level and 
unemployment ig increased owing to” loas 
of foreign trade. That, in large measure, 
the constant recurrence of 
strikes. The problem is—How can the 
vicioug circle be broken?

MAIL DELAYS. 


SUEZ CANAL ROUTE TO BE USED 
AGAIN. 


/ Business firms and private individuals 
in the Colony, who have been put to such 
great inconvenience, discomfort, and even 
financial loss, through the delays and 
non-delivery of mails from Home, will 
learn with satisfaction that arrangements 
have been made between My. 8. B.C. 
Ross, the Postmaster-General, and tho 
London Post Office, whereby the English 
mails for Hongkong will be despatched. 
vid the Buez Canal, instead of vid Ameo 
rica, commencing from February 13th. 

The discomforts of an irregular mail 
have been borne in the best spirit dur- 
ing the war because it was realised that 
the Postal authorities, both in the Colony 
and at Home, were doing their best to 
Mect a situation bristling with perplexi- 
ties owing to the submarine menace and 
the spasmodic manner in which vessels 
sailed from Home ports for the Far 
East, Recent inquiries, however, havo 
elicited the fact that the London Post 
Office authorities were slow, after the 
Amnistice, to take opportunity of the 
release of ships for the Far East by the 
Shipping Controller, and that it needed 
a sharp reminder from Hongkong to 
convince them that tucre was no neces- 
ity to continue sending mails vid Ame- 
rica, 

The manner in which the mails have 
been received vid America has engendered 
a fecling that all hes not been as well 
as it should be—a situation for which 
the Home Postal Authorities and tho 
Japanese, who took charge of the mails 
at San Francieco, are equally to blame. 
There have been instances in which 
Japanese steamers have taken mails from 
San Francisoo and dumped them down 
at Yokohama, (there to await the chance 
of another steamer taking them on from 
that port to Hongkong) in order to make 
room for cargo. While it has not’ been 
proved that tha Japanese. have. treated 
English mails in this way, it ia certain 
that if such ection was taken, no priority 
was given to their own mails, which wera 
spd delayed, owing to tho shipping 
ines preferrin 7 i 
of letters. i ear 

The Skinyo Maru, which arrived in 
Hongkong on February 26th, brought am 
English mail. dated January 3rd. The 
mail prior to that, which arrived on 
February 10th, was dated Decembor 2ist. 
Advices received by the local Post Office 
by these two mails show that two maile 
were despatched from London between 
December , 12th and’ goth ‘and between 
December 21st ond Stet.’ Those have not 
yet arrived in the Colony, and Mr. &

DISASTER VO BRITISH 
NAVAL YACHT. 
WRECKED AT STORNOWAY. 


t Bara 
i ln the-eatly hours of New Year’s Day, 
(dust outside the harbour of Stornoway, 
vind within a few yards of their native 
shore, over 200 Lewis men jost their lives 
uuder most distressing circumstances, 
| Some 500 soldiers and sailors were com- 
ing to the island on New Year leaye. The 
numbers were beyond the capacity of the 
mail steamer Sieila, and some 260 naval 
ratings were being conveyed from Kylo 
of Lechalah to Stornoway on board his 
Majesty's yacht /elaire, which, in addi- 
tion, carried a crew of twenty-four. 

The ship, which was in the charge of 
Commander Mason, left Kyly about eight 
o'clock p.in., a» hour ahead! of the Sherla. 
Bho had an excellent passage across the 
Minch, with a fair wind from. the south. 
freshening as the voyage procecded. Be- 
tween one and two o’clook a.m. she was 
approaching Stornoway Harbour, 
lights on Arnish Point and the beacon 
off the harbour entrance being quite 
visible. The pasrengers were in high 
spirits, eagerly anticipating their New 
Year holiday, the first since hostilities 
ceased. For some reason quite inexplic- 
able, the vessel, instead of turning into 
Stornoway harbour, proceeded right 
across ihe harbour mouth and ran ashore 
at full apeed near Holm Head. By this 
time the wind bad increased to the force 
of a moc rate gale, and there was a high 
sea running on the Icc shore where tho 
iolaire had struck. 


i SURVIVOR'S STORY.

“Tt was very dark, there being no 
moon, but the atmosphere was tlear, and 
lights were distinctly visible at a great 
distance. _As we were approaching

minutes. 1t- was’ about ten minutes to 
‘two, and I was in tho saloon, when there 
came a great ¢rash, and the vessol heeled 
heavily to starboard. It was so dark that 
we could not see ‘the land, which, +s 
-alterwards appeared, was only thirty 
|yards distant trom the point where we 
struck. .£ don’t think it was a rock wo 
struck, but just that we ran .vahore. 
When the ship listed, the seas came break- 
| ang oyér, and I should say forty or fifty 
men jumped overboard. I think’ every 
bne of them was drowned. There was a 
great panic on. board. Two liicboats 
wero launched, and both were swam 
From the first one man scrambled ‘back 
on board, With this exception, 1 think 
all the men who went itito the beats were 
drowned, When the /ofatre struck she 
waa bow on to the land, but about ten 
minutes afterwards she lifted and drove 
a little to sewwards, afterwards coming 
in stern first, and falling broadside on 
to the shore. Rockets were fired, and by 
their light I could sce that her stern was 
now not more than seven yards from a 
ledge of rocks jutting out from the shore, 
-and amidships she was within twent; 
yards of the only available place for land 
ing. :

: FRIN PLOT. 
BLOWING UP RAILWAYS. 
TRENCHES ACROSS ROADS. 


The details of an extraordinary Sinn 
‘Foin plan for the seizing of polico bar- 
racks, camps, and railways waa unfolded 
at a court-martia) held in Dublin, on 
January Ist. The alleged plo, included 
the destruction of the railways in case of 
need, the offering of opposition to the 
troops, and the impressing of the civil 
population for the purpose of construct. 
ing trenches and doing other work of a 
military character, 


The prisoner, John Gallagher, aged 30, 
was a bookkeeper at Baltinglass Hotel, 
county Wicklow, and he was. charged, 
under the Defence of the Realm Act, with 
having in his possession a document which 
contained information that might, in cer- 


, tain events, be useful to the enemy, 


The document contained the following 
instructions :— 

“On orders to strike being received, 
Baltinglass shall be established as 
battalion headquarters, which shalj be 
in touch with brigadg headquarters 
from two puints, vid Castle Dermot and 
Tullow.
